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The center section of this exhibit is a representa- 
tion of a portion of a barn with the upper doors pushed 
back an@ a bull in the doorway.

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; This exhibit shows the necessity of proper care 
and management for the herd sire. Many valuable bulls 
are lost for breeding purposes pecause they are not pro- 
perly taken care cf. The main causes for such losses are 
pelieved to be lack of exercise, too heavy service, 
especially when young, and improper feeding. 

Reports are often seen where persons have been 
killed or seriously injured as a result of being attack- 
ed by unruly bulls. Also many valuable bulls are slaught- 
ered because they are unruly. Most accidents could be 
avoided and many of these valuable buils could be retained 
for service if proper pens and barns were available for. 
handling the bulls. 

A correct method of ringing a bull by means of a 
trocar and canvla is showni It is necessary to trim the 
hoofs of most bulls occasionally to keep them active on 
their feet. 

Proper methods of exercising bulls consist of 
allowing the bulls a strongly built paddock or yard of 
sufficient size to give the bull walking exercise. 


Various other devices for encouraging exercise are aiso 
shown. One of these is the tread mill, which will serve 
the additional purpose of furnishing power. Another 
method is that of allowing two or more bulls to run in 
the seme paddock, where they can play together and thus 


get exercise.
